This letter, which will be read in ali the 
churches of the diocese Sunday morning, 
is in full as follows: 

Reverend Dear Sir—Owing to the widespread 
prevalence of the brip and the many serious 
and even fatal consequenves following this in- 
sidious disease, you will announce to your peo- 
ple that they may consider themselves entirely 
exempt from the obligation of fasting during 
Lent, but not from the obligation of abstinence, 
unless on the advice of their physician. 

We do not exercise the power of granting a 
geveral dispensation throughout our diocese, but 
we officially interpret the mind of the church 
that the law of fasting does not bind in view of 
the unhealthy condition existing and of the 
grave dangers that might arise from its ob- 
servyance. Yours truly. JOUN J. KAIN, 

Archbishop of St. Louis.

The archbishop’s announcement has cre- 
ated considerable surprise. Such an an- 
nouncement has been made only twice be- 
fore in the history of the St. Louis dio- 
cese.

ITE BASEMENT. 


Was Unconscious for Twelve Hours 
From Shock, but Has Recovered 
and Feels No Worse for His 
Experience. 


William Gaertner, sample clerk for the 
J. H. Houston Grocer Co., at Eighth and 
Spruce streets, fell 36 feet down an elevator 
shaft Friday afternoon, and escaped with- 
out a cut, bruise or broken bone. 

For 12 hours he was unconscious from the 
effects of the fall, after that his wits re- 
turned, and Saturday morning he declared 
he felt no worse for his experience. 

Gaertner said to the Post-Dispatch Sat- 
urday: 

“I remember going to the third floor to get 
up a line of samples. I put them together, 
and took them to the elevator shaft. How I 
came to fall into the shaft, 1 haven't the 
Slightest idea. 

‘‘No one else was in the room at the time. 
I may have tripped over something, or lost 
my balance in trying to pull the rope. I 
don't see how else it could have happened. 

“IT do not recall any sensation during the 
fall, or upon landing in the basement. But 
I presume I landed on my feet because 
there are no marks on my body. 

“T feel a little tired this morning, but 
have no pain, and can hardly realize that 
what I am told about the fall is true.’’ 

Several men at work ‘in t@e basement of 
the store heard Gaertner’s body strike the 
oor, and ran to the bottom of the shaft. 


| He was standing where he had landed, and 


looking about him in a dazed way. An am- 
bulance was called, and he was sent to the 
hospital. 

“The blank in his memory immediately 
before, during and after the fall is account- 
ed for by the concusston which resulted 
from the shock,’ said Dr. Proute of th 
hospital staff. ‘‘Later he may be able to 
recall the whole thing.”’ 

Gaertner is 19 years old, and resides with 
his parents at 4500 Adelaide avenue. 


BILLS MAY BE COMBINED 


Council Committee Considering the 
Merging of the Wiggins and Wel- 


fare Commission Amendments. 


The combination of the two charter 
amendment bills now before the City Coun- 
cil is being considered by members of the 
council legislative commiitee, which has in 
hand the measures prepared by Councilman 
Wiggins and by the Public Welfare Com- 
mission. 

At its meeting Friday afternoon the com- 
mittee decided to reject the first of the Wig- 
amendments, prescribing the merit 
system in municipal appointments. Mem- 
bers of the c»mmittee express the fear that 
ward politicians would oppose the entire list 
of amendments if a merit system clause 
were inciuded. 

The committee favors making the amend- 
ments as few and as concise as 
The Wiggins amendments are seven in 
number, and are much longer than the 
Public Welfare Commission's amendments, 
of which there are five. 

The commission's amendments are more 
in favor with the committee and will be ad- 
hered to in the main, some addition and al- 
terations being made as suggested by the 
Wiggins measures. 

Another meeting will be held by the com- 
mittee next Wednesday, and a report may 
be made on the amendments within a week.

BOARD OF MANAGERS TO TIGHT- 
LY CONTROL RAILROADS.

“Community of Ownership” Will Con- 
trol Policies and Asolutely Pre- 
vent Possibility of Rate 
Cutting.

NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—George Gould, E. 
H. Harriman, Jacob A. Schiff, William K. 
Vanderbilt and William Rockefeller have 
formed a $20,000,000 syndicate for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the plans for a close 
community of ownership of all the roads of 
the southwest, as already outlined in the 
Post-Dispatch. 

The company Is to be known as the Rail- 
road Securities Co. The roads to be con- 
trolled are the Missouri Pacific, Chicago & 
Alton, Wabash, Wheeling & Lake Erie, 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas, St. Louis & 
Southwestern, Chicago & Eastern Illinois, 
Denver & Rio Grande, Illinois Central, Kan- 
sas City Southern, Union Pacific and sever- 
al other-minor railroad properties, including 
the Chicago Terminal. 

The Southern Pacific may eventually be 
included. 

All of these roads are to be controlled 
through the new company, which will pur- 
chase a sufficient interest in the securities 
of each to carry supremacy. The plan of 
the company is to organize a board of direc- 
tors which shall actually be a board of 
managers of the combined systems. 

There is no idea whatever of changing 
the corporate name or character of any of 
the railroads acquired. They will be operat- 
ed under the same names and will retain 
their corporate individuality. The new syn- 
dicate will not operate the roads, but will 
simply dictate the policies of the various 
boards of directors and will retain a firm 
hand in the executives of the several roads. 
Rate cutting will be -absolutely impossible 
under the new system.

MATIC\EARTHQUAKE IN PEKIN. | 


Initiative Has Been Taker From | 

Prince Ching and Li Hung Chang, | 

Who Are Berated for Con- | 
ceding Too Much. 


PEKIN, Feb. 16.—A new turn in the peace 
negotiations has caused a diplomatic 
earthquake among the ministers. A brief 
and almost insulting note from the court 
has arrived flatly refusing any further ex- 
ecutions than the two .previously decreed. 

Yu Hsin, governor of Shan Si province, 
will be decapitated and Prince Shwang 
will be allowed to commit suicide. 

The note adds that possibly Chao Shu 
Chiao, formerly minister of justice, may 
be included among those to suffer death, 
but the court reserves its decision in his 
case. 


It is alsc bluntly stated that no further 
initiative will be permitted to Li Hung 


Chang and Prince Ching, who are berated 
for having failed to protest vigorously 
against the demand of the ministers for 
six executions, three posthumous and three 
documentary. 

The court calls this demand preposterous 
and impossible to meet and says that ‘it 
Was not contemplated when the general 
agreement was signed. The imperial gov- 
ernment says, in short, that the powers 
ask outrageously too much and cannot be 
satisfied. 


DUKE OF CONNAUGHT NAMED 


Nominated by British Free Masons to 
Succeed King Edward as 
Grand Master. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—Friday was a great 
day in Masonic circles in England. In 
Queen’s Hall were gathered representatives 
from every part of Great Britain. 

The pro-grand master, the Earl of Am- 
herst, proposed an address to the King, 
ayy ei the sympathy of the craft on 
the death of the Queen and congratulations 
upon his accession to the throne. This was 
supported by the grand masters of Western 
Australia, Ireland, Scotland and the pro- 
grand master of the Transvaal.

Edward depends upon spec- 
tacular scenery and William wpon histrionic talent and tem- 
perament. Edward is willing to be the center of the stage 
picture, but William wants the entire stage for himself. 

If Edward's resources in the production of brilliant and im- 
pressive pageants are as great as his first appearances indi- 
cate he will entertain the British public and keep the royalty 
play on the stage for a long run,

JUDGE BREWER ON THE PHILIPPINE. 

Judge Brewer's suggestion, a few days ago, that the Philip- 
pine question might be settled by the golden rule was echoed 
by Senator Hoar in his address to the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture on Lincoln Day. 

These two eminent men make articulate the sentiment and 
will of a vast body of their fellow citizens. 

In the last analysis it is a moral question which cannot be 
exhausjed by a ruling on its constitutionality. Whatever the 
Supreme Court may find the law to be, the real question will 


insist upon a settlement resting upon the solid basis of right, 
rather than upon one of constitutional construction. This 
seems to have been in Judge Brewer's mind. As Lincoln al- 
ways did, he went straight to the root of the matter, which is 
moral and not merely legal. 

’ In this he spoke for the rapidly increasing number of those 
who see more and more clearly that right as a rule of na- 
tional conduct is not only bétter than might, morally, but in 
the long run more profitable. 

In matters of national policy the only questions which 
shov!d be considered are; Is it honest? Is it just? Is it right? 

Especially should this be the rule of the strongest na- 
tions. These make the law of international intercourse and 
have power to enforce their decrees. It cannot be urged that 
such a rule would indicate a pusillanimous sentimentality. It 
proves rather a free choice of the’ best atid most humane 
methods, adopted from the purest motives, since such a course 
is not pursued reluctantly from motives of fear. 

It is time ior us to practice what we preach, to live what we 
all profess, to have the courage of our convictions. That 
the way of manliness, of true national honor, of the broadest 
humanity.
